FRENCH RENEW 
VIOLENT ATTACKS 
IN CHAMPAGNE 


Germans Admit Loss of 860 
Yards of Trenches — Say 
Other Assaults Failed. 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 7.—Renewed 
fighting of great severity in the Cham- 
fagne was reported today in the an- 
nouncement from army headquarters. 
Six massed infantry attacks by the 
French northwest of Souain broke down, 
the War Office states, with heavy losses 
to the attackers. The statement says:

The following statement was made 
to the Associated Press correspond 
ent at Athens Tuesday by M. Ven- 
igelos before his resignation as 
Premier and was filed at the Greek

ATHENS, Oct. 5.—At the close of a de- 
cisive meeting of the Greek Chamber 
last evening and early this morning, 
Premier Venizelos gave the Associated 
Press a statement of the policy Greece 
would pursue in the impending Balkan 
conflict. 

“One thing is absolutely certain,” said 
Mu. Venizelos, “Greece will abide by 


th: terms of her alliance with Servia 
not only in letter but in spirit to the 
last man and the last drachma. More, 
the Greco-Servian treaty foresaw only 
the possibility of a Balkan war. When 
it was made none could predict the 
present European conflict with all its 
widespread complications. But the spirit 
of alliance was one of mutual defense 
and because the dangers threatening 
our ally increased with unforeseen con- 
ditions there is no excuse for hiding 
behind the verbiage of the treaty to es- 
cape the responsibility of our pledge. 

Though the entire available forces ot 
the central empires be added to those of 
Bulgaria in an attempt to crush Servia, 
Greece will unflinchingly remain true to 
her passed word. The honor of Greec is 
at stake. You may be certain it will 
not be betrayed. 

People Eager to Read. 

“Nor, indeed, has there ever been at 
bottom the slightest wavering about the 
Greek people respecting their responsi- 
bility to enter the war in defense of 
their ally under the terms of allianc, 
although every desperate effort has 
been made to becloud the issue. The 
spectacle of part of her press subservi- 
ent to foreign influences has shamed 
and humiliate@ Greece. A people so 
eager to read—so much so that every 
bootblack while he shines your shoes is 
reading a book or newspaper—has been 
temporarily confused by an inspired 
and venal propaganda. But the feeling 
of loyalty to our national obligations 
never for a moment has been really af- 
fected. What Greece has said she will 
do, she will do. She is ready to fight, 
and if Servia needs her she will fight. 

‘Respecting the landing of French 
troops at Saloniki, there is but one 
thing to be said. We have protested, of 
course, for we Wished to remain neu- 
tral in this European struggle, and, we 
wish it now if it were consistent 
our rights and duties. But the Greek 
people cannot war on France, and 
wouldn’t if they could. What France 
has done for Greece, no Greek can for- 
get. Comes now France, asking noth- 
ing of Greece, declaring categorically 
her sole intention to be to support 
Greece’s ally im the case of need, 
wherein Greece herself would be bound 
to support her neighbo-. It is some- 
thing offered, not something asked. In- 
deed, since I have been Premier I may 
say quite frankly the entente has asked 
no concession of Greece. Therefore,when 
France gives every guarantee respect- 
ing the integrity of Greece, when 
France's motives for landing troops on 
Greek soil are executed as in the na- 
ture of accomplishing the very purpose 
of Greece’s treaty of alliance with Ser- 
via, we can see no reason why Greece 
should resist what she cannot help and 
what ultimately cannot fail to be to her 
advantage. 

“It must not be forgotten that, while 
no sacrifice has been asked of Greece 
to which her international obligations 
do not already impel her, the realiza- 
tion of the dream which sleeps in the 
heart of « ‘ery true Greek has been hela 
out to her without conditions. For cen- 
turies the Greeks have wanted two 
things: 

“A freo arid United Greece and free- 
dom for Greeks wherever they might 
be. The former we have gained with 
blood, heroism and sacrifice extending 
over 3% centuries. The latter, a larger 
degree than we could hope to achieve 
undided for centuries to come, perhaps, 
is suddniy made possible to us. 

“Who thinks what it would mean to 
Greece that those of Hur blogd line on 
the opposite shore may one day soon 
come under our flag, cannot be indif- 
ferent to the realization of a greater 
Greece for which we are asked to pay 
nothing save the keeping of our pledged 
word, to which our honor binds us in 
any case. This is the position of Greece 
today, which 1 am more glad to make 
clear to America because I have just 
deen approached by Mr. William Ham- 
Neon of New York, with @ generous of- 
fer of assistance for Greek refugees on 
behalt of the Armertoar Mercy and Re- 
Hef Committee. I scareely know how 
to express the profound gratitude which 
I am convinced each of my country- 
men will feel over this new evidence 
of the great heart of America.

RURAL GREDITS 
BEFORE BANKERS 


200 Delegates Attend Conven- 
tion of National Mortgage 
a Association. 


16 STATES REPRESENTED 


President of Organization Criti- 
cises Credit Bill Passed by 
Lower. House of Congress. 


Two hundred delegates from 16 states 
were in attendance today at the na- 
tional convention of the Farm Mort- 
gage Bankers’ Association of America 
at the Planters Hotel. A rather un- 
usual feature of the sessions was that 
instead of the bankers addressing farm- 
ers, practical farmers were present to 
talk to the bankers and make clear 
their requirements for rural credits. The 
convention will finish tomorrow night, 
with a smoker at Sunset Inn. 

F. W. Thompson of the Merchants 
Loan and Trust Co., Chicago, in mak- 
ing his annual address as president of 
the association, discussed the rural 
credit bill that passed the lower house 
of the last Congress. 

The proposition of limiting the Fed- 
eral land bank in its purchases of farm 
loans to the district in which it was lo- 
cated and placing a limit of 5 per cent 
above which no bonds could be issued,“ 
he said, would make subscription to 
the capital stock of the Federal land 
banks doubtful. 


Cardinal Points Overlooked. 
One of the cardinal points which re- 


formers of rural credits have entirely 
overlooked is that a borrower with cash 
and credit to pay for one-half of the 
farm has always had ample credit fa- 
cilities for taking care of the balance 
needed to finance his purchase. I be- 
lieve he would be extremely loath to 
try the new experiment proposed in new 
legislation now under discussion. 

“The prime purpose for which the 
present bill is conceived seems to be to 
make credit easier than it is now. This 
would create even more of a specula- 
tive value ‘to land than now obtains, 
which is not very comforting to us, 
who are fighting to keep down values 
consistent with the income value of 
farm property. 

Rural credit prospers only upon the 
same fundamental principle as all cred- 
it. A farmer, because he is such, is 
not entitled to any more consideration 
than the merchant or manufacturer. 

We should urge upon the national 
Congress to refrain from attempting 
to build a wall around districts in which 
loans can be considered and to give the 
borrowers of remote sections a chance 
of submitting their security to the va- 
rious districts in which great accumu- 
lations of capital are lodged. 

With rates rarely exceeding 6 per 
cent in the better sections of the Unit- 
ed States, and more frequently 5% per 
cent or lower, I cannot see from the 
superstructure of the bill now being 
considered by Congress, where the 
farmer is to get any benefit. 


Would Make Hard Competition, 
Mortgage banks and lenders in 


states where the contract rate exceeds 
the legal rate by 1 to 5 per cent, would 
make exceedingly hard competition for 
Federal banks, inasmuch as they could 
offer mortgages at much more attract- 
ive rates and make their loans upon 
more attractive terms than could the 
Federal banks because of their rigid 
constitution. I doubt whether sufficient 
volume of business could be secured by 
the Federal land banks to make them 
at all profitable.“ 

Thompson advocated national super- 
vision for private banks authorized to 
invest in mortgage loans in any state.

T is wholly simple to reason, in the case of Greece, as in that of 
Bulgaria, that gratitude and self-interest alike lead the nation and 
the King into the allied camp. Yet, in both instances, there are vers 

sound reasons for an opposite course. 


In the case of Greece, moreover, 


the question does not lie between making war on one side or the other, 


but between war and neutrality. 
The case for neutrality, which is the 
course advocated by King Constantine, 
is this: He has the pledge of his broth- 
er-in-law, the Kaiser, that neutrality 
will earn him German protection in case 
of German victory. Now, on one his- 


toric occasion, the Kaiser did make 


| gees his friendship for Constantine in 


a very signal fashion. After the treaty 
of Bucharest, Russia and Austria were 
beth ready to favor a revision which 
would return Kavala to Bulgaria. Then 
the Kaiser sent a message to Constan- 
tine, declaring that he recognized the 
settlement as definite. 

Naturally, the King of Greece has 
since held the German Emperor a 
friend. Now, when he has to choose 
between entering a doubtful war and 
risking all the great gains of his two 
successful campaigns, and neutrality 
with a guarantee, he inclines to the lat- 
ter course. It is true that his sympa- 
thies are Teutonic, that his wife is a 
sister of the Kaiser, that he göt his 
military training in the German army, 
but these are only contributory in- 
fluences. 


Hopes to Regain Saleniki. 

It is true that Bulgaria is the historic 
enemy of Greece, that Ferdinand hopes 
to regain Saloniki and Kavala and be 
crowned in Byzantium, but Bulgaria is 
not the only enemy. It was not Bul- 
garia but Italy that prevented Greek 
annexation of Northern Epirus. It is 
Italy, and not Bulgaria, tliat holds 
Rhodes and the adjoining islands, which 
are Greek by population and history. 
More than this, it is Italy who aspires 
to seat herself in Asia Minor from 
Smyrna to Adalia, where the coastal 
population is Hellenic. 

As the ally of Russia, France ani 
Great Britain, Italy can expect the sup- 
port of these Powers for her plans in 
the near East. Who knows what prom- 
ises Italy obtained from the sea Pow- 
ers before she entered the war? Cer- 
tainly Athens does not know. Conser- 
vatively, these promises included the 
permanent possession of Albania, in- 
cluding Northern Epirus, which is 
Greek by race, together with the Aegean 
Islands and the adjacent litteral t 
Asia Minor. 


But, if Germany wins, she and Aus- 
tria both will have every reason to 
favor Greece against Italy tn Albania 
and in the Aegean. Conceivably, Ger- 
many may compel Greece to give up the 
Kavala district to Bulgaria, but the 
allies asked, and Venizelos agreed to 
this sacrifice last spring. In opposing 
this, the King had the support of the 
Hellenic nation. 

Case of Participation. 

Turning now to the case for participa- 
tion, advocated by Venizelos, the argu- 
ments are equally potent. Greece, by 
her geographical situation, is and must 
remain at the mercy of the sea Powers. | 


She owes her liberty and her develop- 
ment to France and Great Britain. With 
their backing her position in Aegean 
is assured, and it is only with their 
permission that she can hope to cross 
the Aegean and régain these Greek 
colonies which provoked the Persian 
wars at the very dawn of history. ; 

However the land war turns out, it is 
clear now that the sea power of the 
enemies of Germany will not be shaken. 
It the allies win, Turkey may be’ parti 
tioned, but, at least, Greek inhabitants 
of Turkey—and there are at least 1 000. 
000 of them—will be protected. But, if 
Germany wins, then Asia Minor becomes 
a German colony and the hope of re- 
stored Hellenism, which has liver 
through so many centuries, is postponed 
again. 

If Greece enters the war, her finan- 
cial situation, which is desperate, Wil 
be assured. She may hope to take from 
bulgaria the Aegean coast from the 
Mesta to the Maritza, which is alse 
Fiellenic by population, and a fraction 
of the ancient Byzantine empire that 
the Greeks still hope to restore. With 
Northern Epirus, Western Thrace, the 
Aegean islands how held by Italy, and 
the foreshore of /Asia Minor, Greece 
‘ould become a nätlon of more than 8. 
010,000 too powerful ever to fear Bulga- 
man attack, and established as a con- 
siderable power in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean. 

Dream of Venizelos, 

All this is possible only with the help 
and consent of the sea powers. It is 
possible only if the allies support Greece 
against Italy—but it is possible. This ‘s 
Venizelos’ dream. This is the dream of 
all the Greek world; this is the greater 
Greece, the dream of restoring Hellen- 
ism at Constantinople, and, with the 
years, recreating the Byzantine em- 
pire. 

As compared with the vision of Ve- 
nizelos, the purpose of Constantine is 
narrow. He seeks to keep Greece as 
she is, rather than to risk all on a des- 
berate venture. Constantine believes 
Germany will win. Venizelos believes 
the allies will win. This is the sum of 
their differences. But it is not fair to 
say that one is more of a patriot than 
the other, or that either’s policy is not 
patriotic. 

As to who will succeed, this is mere 
speculation. The fact that Venizelos is 
a Greek, knows his people, has been the 
maker of the new Hellas, will weigh 
heavily. But Constantine is the con- 
queror of Janina and Salonika and the 
victor of Kilkis. He is, too, the son of 
the King who died a martyr to the 
Greek cause. Those who know Greece 
best believe Venizelos will triumph, but 
what must be reckoned with jis the 
possibility that, before the King can be 
shaken from his position, Bulgar-Ger- 
man success will change the whole face 
of the situation.

Works at Hoboken Roofed With

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 1-—The Tele- 
graaf publishes the following interest- 
ing account of the visit of M. Auguste 
Monet, its special correspondent at Ant- 
werp, to the German submarine yards at 
Hoboken about the middle of this month: 
The yard which the Germans have 
requisitioned for the construction of sub- 
marines is the Chantier Naval Anver-: 
sois; that of the Cockerill firm close by 
is not used. 

Since March 19 nine submarines have 
been placed under construction. One of 
these was almost destroyed April 26 by 
three British airmen; two were launched 
while the remaining six are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion. 

About 80 men are employed in the 
building of submarines. All of them are 
militarized metal workers belonging to 
the so-called Armierungsbatallion I. K. 
W., Wurtemberg, No. 5. Last week 17% 
Alsatians also were employed on this 
work. At present there are only 16 of 
these engaged. 

The maln entrance to the yard is from 
the north, that is, the town side. The 
yard is divided into two parts Between 
them there is a half-completed trans- 
port, which was begun before the war.

Of the two submarines dispatched up 
te the present from the Hoboken yard, 
one has already been lost. She was 
called the Kaiser Wilhelm II. and had 
three white crosses painted on her. Shs 
carried three officers, a petty officer 
and 12 sailors) The second submarine 
was launched May 2% or 2% She was 
christened the Wilhelm Elisabeth. 

Two more submarines will be com- 
pleted in the course of the present 
month. They are intended for service 
in the North Sea. 

As a matter of fact, it is only the 
submarines that are built at 
Hoboken. 
construction. The whole of the in- 
terior parts come from Germany. 

Each submarine contains two kinds of 
motors, one electric and the other of 
which the motive power is benzine. The 
electric motor also supplies the light- 
ing The motors are constructed at 
Ulm by the Wurtemberger Giesserei von 
Schlumberger.

Midvale Steel and Ordnance Co. 
Also Obtains Option on 300,- 
000,000 Tons of Ore. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The Midvale 
Steel and Ordnance Co., a $100,000,000 
corporation recently organized by Wil- 
liam E. Corey, has, in addition to pur- 


chasing the Midvale Steel Co., acquired 
three other concerns and obtained an 
option on 300,000,000 tong, of iron ore. 

These concerns are the Worth Broth- 
ers Co, of Coatesville, Pa., manufactur- 
ers chiefly of steel plates: the Coates- 
ville Rolling Min Co., which is allied 
with the Worth Brothers, and the Rem- 
ington Arms Co. of Delaware, a con- 
cern recently organized to manufacture 
arms and ammunition at Eddystons, Pa. 

The latter company, which has leased 
properties of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works and is building another plant, is 
@ separate plant from the Remington 
Arms and Ammunition Co. of IIiol, N. 
T., but the announcement disclosed that 
Marcellus H. Dodge, president of the 
Remington Arms and Ammunition Co., 
is a director of the new Midvale combi- 
nation. 

With the exception of the United 
States Steel Corporation, the new Mid- 
vale company is the largest steel con- 
cern in point of capitalization in the 
country, and although Corey, who made 
the announcement of its additional ac- 
quisitions, declined to descuss the future 
plans of the company, it was thought in 
steel circles today that certain other 
concerns would be taken in at a later 
date. 

Stands as Holding Company. 

The Midvale Steel and Ordnance Co. 
Stands as a holding company for the 
properties acquired and Corey’s an- 
nouncement said that in order to ac- 
quire these concerns and to provide 
working capital $70,000,000 of its stock 
would be issued. 

In addition to Dodge, the board of 
directors of the company include Frank 
A. Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank; Percy A. Rockefeller. Albert 
H. Wiggin, president of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank; Charles H. Sabin, president 
of the Guaranty Trust Co. of New 
York; Frederic W. Allen, representing 
Leé, Higginson & Co. of Boston; Am- 
brose Monell, president of the Interna- 
tional Nickel Co.; Samuel F. Pryor, a 
director of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works; William P. Barba, vice presi- 
dent of the Old Midvale Steel Co., and 
Alva C. Dinkey, the newly elected pres- 
ident of the old Midvale Steel Co. 
Corey becomes president of the holding 
company and Dinkey vice president.

Extension of Emergency Tax and 
Lowering of Inwome Tax Ex- 
emrtion Discussed. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Possibility of 
the administration asking for additional 
revenue legislation at the next session 
of Congress, aside from the temporary 
retention of the present duty on sugar 
and extension of the emergency tax law 
until the end of the European war, was 

widely discussed here today. 

Secretary McAdoo, in announcing that 
legisiation on these measures would be 
recommended, said he was unable to 
say now what, if any, additional rev- 
enue measures might be . necessary. 
More revenue is imperative, he said, in 
view of prospects of increased appro- 
priations for national defense. 

Two measures have been talked of, 
one an issue of Panama Canal bonds, 
the other a lowering of the exemption 
of the income tax law. The latter is 
regarded as the more likely, Secretary 
McAdoo having said that a bond issue 
was not contemplated.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—Replying to a ques- 
tien by Lord Cromer in the House of 
Lords, yesterday, the Marquis of Crewe, 
Lord President of the Council, said that 
information which hau reached the 
Government in relation to the massa re 
Armenians was based mainly 
statements from Tiflis.

Bad Scents Come From Reduc- 
tion Works Mile Below City, 
Officials Discover. 


At last the garbage odor has been 
officially traced to its lair by the mu- 
nicipal scenter, William Riedinger, and 
ar. auxiliary corps of city officials. 
They resorted to foot marches and au- 
tomobile and motor-boat dashes before 
the big smell was finally surrounded in 
the garbage reduction plant at Dupo, 
III., a mile below St. Louis, on the 
east bank of the Mississippi River. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Tal- 
bert yesterday notified Otte F. Karbe. 
attorney for the Indiana Reduction Co., 
that the city’s worst suspicions had 
been confirmed, and that the company 
must abate offensive odows which have 
troubled Carondelet for weeks, or lose 
its contract and bond of $50,000. 

Karbe asked Director Talbert to take 
no steps toward cancellation of the con- 
tract until officers of the company at 
Chicago were given a chance to inspect 
the plant and consider changes. The 
city will allow the company about 10 
days in which to correct conditions and 
meanwhile will continue to gather evi- 
dence so that it can be used in court if 
litigation should develop. 

Tracing Scent for Moath. 

Sanitary Officer Riedinger has been 
gathering evidence for a month in St 
Louis, the County and on the river

Polled Angus in Little Favor. 
The polled Angus, which was deemed 
the coming breed a few years ago, was 
in such little favor at Palermo that it 
was difficult to find a bidder. The 
champion of this class went for only 
$4500 paper. The Angus steer, however, 
is in great demand among the establish- 
ments that pack frozen beef. Only re- 
cently prices in the ordinary cattle mar- 
kets went as high as $400 paper for this 
type of steer—probably a world record.

GETS VERDICT OF 
29 FOR 14 HENS 
AILLED BY DOGS 


Owner in Petition Had Asked for 
$50, Estimated Number of 
Eggs He Might Have Received. 


A ‘ury in Justice Gorman's court 
yesterday afternoon awarded $25 dam- 
ages to Gustav Holzborn of 157 St. 
George street, in his suit against Mayer 
Goffstein, a grocer of 143 St. George 
street, to recover the value of 14 hens 


and a rooster which were killed by 
Goffstein’s two dogs May 2% last. 

an his petition Holzborn asked for 
$25.50 actual and $25 punitive damages. 
He also filed an estimate of the value 
of the eggs which might have been laid 
by his 14 hens if thay had not been 
killed. He figured that in June, July 
and August the hens would have laid 
520 eggs, which, at an average price of 
20 cents a dozen, would have yielded a 
gross return of $12.40. Deducting the 
cost of feeding the hens, he figured 
that his net return from the eggs would 
have been $10.23. 

Holzborn testified that he was 
awakened at 4 a. m. on the day of the 
tragedy and found Goffstein's dogs in 
his yard. Twelve chickens were dead 
and three were so badly hurt they died 
ae “ext day. 

Holzbcrn's grandmother, Mrs. Lena 
Holzborn, 70 years old, testified that 
Goffstein promised to pay for the chick- 
ens. This was denied by Goffstein, who 
jaid on the witness stand that he did 
not know the chickens had been killed 
until notice of the suit was served on 
him. 

Goffstein’s daughter, Miss Mollie 
Goffstein, testified that before going to 
bed, about 10 p. m., May 27,. she locked 
the dogs in the store. She was unable 
to say how they got out. Goffstein file? 
notice of an appeal to the Circuit Court. 

The costs in the case were assessed 
against Goffstein. They amounted to 
$21, almost the estimated value of the 
slaughtered chickens. 

No testimony was given as to Holz- 
born's estimate of the egz-producing 
probabilities if his hens bad lived.

FORMALLY OPENED 


Several Thousand Persons At- 
tend Exercises at New 
$650,000 Structure. 


The formal public opening of the $650,- 
(00 Grover Cleveland High School, at 
Virginia avenue and Osceola street, was, 
attended last night by several thou- 
sand persons who examined what the 
School Board says is one of the most 
advanced buildings of its kind in the 
United States. The building was opened 
for school purposes on Sept. 7. 

The structure, designed by William B. 
Ittner, is the largest high school in the 
city, and has accommodations for about 
1800 students. There are three floors 
besides the basement, and 50 rooms. The 
building is of a modified Tudor-Gothic 
style, with reddish-brown brick walls, 
and is considered fireproof. The interior 
finish is oak, and all concrete walls are 
painted a light yellow. 

Supt. Blewett and others made ad- 
dresses in the auditorium during the 
evening, and H. F. Hoch, the principal, 
with his corps of teachers, guided visi- 
tors about the building. A school cho- 
rus of 550 mixed voices sang. 

Every convenience for students and 
teachers has been provided. There is 
an emergency room for the former in 
case of illness and separate retiring 
rooms for the latter. The stairways are 
divided by rails so that students may 
ascend and descend without interfering 
with each other’s progress. There are 
so many stairways that any part of the 
building may be reached from any other 
point within three minutes. 

Washed Air Supplied, 

The structure is heated by steam, and 
washed air supplied to each room by a 
ventilating system which is planned to 
keep the temperature at 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit at all times. Vacuum 
cleaning pipes run to each room—an in- 
novation in the high schools. 

The basement is given over to the 
machine shops, locker rooms, a swim- 
ming pool, domestic science rcoms, and 
power plant. The shops are the only 
ones in the city schools which have a 
separate electric motor for each ma- 
chine. These rooms are made sound- 
proof by brick walls. The dining room 
is fittéd In cafeteria style, and can seat 
almost 550 pupils. 

The general offices, class-rooms, gym- 
nasium and auditorium are on the first

The public is not much interested in the opin- 
ions of the Republican minority of the Legislative 
Investigating Committee concerning the Peni- 
tentiary and Auditor Gordon's office, but it is 
deeply interested in the facts. 

The minority report expresses the opinion that 
State Auditor Gordon exhibits the “viciousness of 
nepotism as practiced at the State Capitol in its 
worst form.” There may be difference of opinion 
with regard to the “form” of Auditor Gordon's 
nepotism, but the facts submitted are that the 
Auditor’s wife draws a salary of $1800 a year as 
a clerk and seldom visits the office; that Olga 
Meals, a clerk, draws one salary of $1800 from 
the Auditor’s office and another of $600 as a 
clerk of the State Board of Equalization. These 
facts speak for themselves. 

As to the Penitentiary, we learn these facts: 

Warden McClung receives $3 a day for the 
board of six convict servants without authoriza- 
tion of law. 

These payments are made with supplies from 
the prison commissary, conducted by the War- 
den’s son, who runs a private prison store with 
free rent, free light and free labor. 

The Goddard Grocery Co. supplied goods 
amount of $90,000 without bids. 

Armour & Co. was awarded meat contracts 
over lower bidders. 

The Rumsey Manufacturing Co. supplied 
plumbing for a new cell building without a con- 
tract. 

Recently we learned that Oberman, a prison 
labor contractor, supplied raw materials, hired 
convict labor and sold the finished product of the 
State shops. 

Every dip into the State administration brings 
additional evidence of irregularities, bad man- 
agement, juggling with public funds and sacri- 
fice of public to personal interests. Revelations 
of penitentiary mismanagement and abuses are 
particularly offensive.

WHY BAKERS WON’T WRAP IT. 

At Tuesday’s publie hearing before the Public 
Welfare Committee of the Aldermen, the bakers | 
explained their opposition to wrapping bread. 

Such reasons as that wrapping makes warm 
loaves soggy, or that bakers couldn’t afford wrap- 
ping machinery, or that customers didn’t want 
wrapped bread, were the best reasons they offered 
—all typical business reasons for opposing health 
measures—all beside the point. 

The point is that health authorities are unani- 
mous in demanding wrapped bread to guard the 
public against filth and contagion. St. Louis has 
had bitter experience with dirty bakeries and 
dirty bread. Now is the time for intelligence to 
obviate the danger. 
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THE SANTA FE’S BIGGEST YEAR. 

The surplus of the Santa Fe Railroad during 
the year ending June 30 was $20,581,000, the great- 
est in the history of the company. The surplus 
which enabled it to maintain a uniform dividend 
of 6 per cent has been as follows in recent years: 

In 1914, $14,475,275; in 1913, $16,445,044; in 

1912, $18,961,551; in 1911, $15,662,378; in 1910, 

$14,717,094. 

As an index of conditions from which railroads 
and general business are benefiting, the showing 
is most gratifying. But in the very report in 
which he announces the most profitable twelve- 
month his road has ever had, President Ripley 
cannot refrain from discussing the need for high- 
er railroad rates. As an example of the influ- 
ence of a fixed idea on railroad habits of thought, 
this may have pathological interest.

OUR OPPORTUNITY IN CHEESE. 
Among other American products that have been 
helped by the European war, cheese has one 
of the biggest showings. In a year, for instance, 
our cheese exports jumped from over 2,000,000 to 
over 39,000,000 pounds. In the month of May 
1914, we exported only 142,007 pounds, valued at 
$26,277, while in May, 1915, we exported no less 
than 12,068,452 pounds, valued at $1,818,402. 
They are too busy making gun cotton and picric 
acid, in Burope, to bother about cheese. So this 
is our opportunity. But it can only be made a 
permanent American industry to anything like 
the extent it has grown, if we use brains in 
making our cheese. We must make as good cheese 
as Europe is used to, or we shall lose the trade 
when the war ceases. American cheese makers 
will do well to consider the following humorous 
remarks on cheese, by that clever Englishman, 
Hillaire Belloc, in an amusing story entitled 
Four Men,” which appeared before the war. 
The four men in the story are enjoying a tramp 
through Sussex, in the South of England, and 
cheese is one of the good things they find there. 
And one of them breaks out in the following 
eulogy on cheese, such as they eat in those parts: 
Who in Suasex ever heard of “some king of 
cheese?” You might as well talk in Hereford 
of “some kind of cider.” And undoubtedly you 
acquired in other countries a habit of eating 
that Gorgonzola cheese, which is made of soap 
in Connecticut; and Stilton, which is not made 
at Stilton; and Camembert, and other outland- 
ish things. But in Sussex, let me tell you, 
we have but one cheese, the name of which is 
CHEESE. It is One; and undivided, though 
divided into a thousand fragments, and un- 
changing, though changing in place and con- 
sumption: There is in Sussex no Cheese but 
Cheese. In color it is yellow, which is the 
right color of Cheese. It ts neither young nor 
old. Its taste is that of Cheese, and nothing 
more. A man may live upon it all the days 
of his life.

This is serious busi- 
ness, and there is no doubt but that 
some people are deluded into the be- 
lief that they have all sorts of ail 
ments, when as a matter of fact they 
are chiefly suffering from the ef- 
fects of an over-vivid imagination. 
Under such circumstances doctors 
and surgeons owe a great responsi- 
bility. to the public. They should pro- 
tect imaginative patients from the 
effects of their own folly.

CONSIDERED FOR 
AN AUTO niGhWAY 


Wellston Tracks Would Be Re- 
moved and Thoroughfare 
Paved From Broadway to 

' Grand. 


A plan to remove the eastbound track 
of the Wellston line from Morgan street 
and to make that street, from Broadway 
to Grand avenue, a new automobile 
highway, is being considered by the 
City Board e Public Service, and prob- 
ably will bé made the subject of a con- 
fcrence with officials. of the United Rall 
ways Co. 

This plan, according to city officials, 
would do away with the necessity for 
widening Washington avenue, at an 
expense of $1,000,000 or more, and also 
would clear Locust street west of 
Twelfth street, of the tracks of the 
Hodiamont line, which now present a 
constant danger to automobile traffic 
at the Thirteenth street curve. 

The plan is that the eastbound 
Wellston cars shall be routed over 
the Hodiamont line from Garrison 
avenue where a single track now 
crosses the Hodiamont tracks. The 
Hodiamont cars would be re-routed 
from Twelfth and Locust streets north 
and west to a connection with the 
present Hodiamont line on Four- 
teenth street. The present Hodia- 
mont line right-of-way, north of 
Washington avenue near Thirteenth 
street, would be made a vehicle cut- 
off. 

Morgan street would be cleared of 
rails, and re-surfaced with asphalt, 
and it is believed that it would help 
to relieve Locust street of traffic con- 
gestion. 

Another plan being considered by 
the Board is to consolidate the Sev- 
enth street and Natural Bridge lines, 
so as to do away with their present 
downtown loops, and make a continu- 
ous run. Other plans for straighten- 
ing out loops are under considera- 
tion. 

The late Capt. Robert McCulloch, who 
was president of the United Railways, 
is said, shortly before his death last 
year, to have promised city officlals 
chat he would agree to any feasible plan 
to straighten and simplify the downtown 
part of the Hodiamont route, and to re- 
lieve the situation at Thirteenth and Lo- 
cust streets.

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SWEDEN WILL NOT 
YIELD 10 BRITAIN, 
STATESMAN SAYS 


Former Premier Declares Coun- 
try Will Maintain Right to 
Unrestricted Trade. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 2.—Admiral Lind- 
man, former Swedish Premier and 
present leader of the Conservative party, 
denied in an interview with a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press to- 
day that Sweden was prepared to make 
concessions in her trade dispute with 
England. It has been rumored in 
Stockholm that upon the return of the 
English commigsioners and the resump- 
tion of the conference, Sweden would 
be forced by her serious shortage of 
coal, to waive the principle of free com- 
merce which she had insisted upon and 
to comply with England’s request that 
she no longer delay the transit of sup- 
plies to Russia. 

“It ig unfortunate,” said Admiral 
Lindman, “that no league of neutral 
powers was formed at the beginning 
of the war to safeguard the rights 
and privileges of the neutral na- 
tions, but since that was not done it 
is now the duty of Sweden to defend 
these rights. One of these rights is 
her commerce with another neutral 
nation like the United States. In her 
dispute with England Sweden is up- 
holding this sovereign right and she 
wilk continue to uphold it. 

Tried te Force Partnership. 

“England's action is equivalent to 
forcing us into a partnership with her, 
for we regard it one of the require- 
ments of neutrality to treat both sides 
impartially in regard to the transit of 
materials. Now that England has made 
it impossible for us to send goods to 
Germany, our oniy way of correcting 
this is to refuse to permit transit of 
supplies to Russia and England. 

“Our cause has been very much in- 
jured by certain individuals in Sweden, 
who unpatriotically suggest that the 
failure of the commigsion to arrive at 
an understanding has been due to 
Ewedish obstinacy and too much em- 
phasis on the traditional rights of 
Sweden. This would craate the impres- 
sion that Sweden herself is divided on 
the question, which is not true. 

It also is stated here in Stockholm 
that Sweden should not limit her com- 
plaints to England, but also protest 
against Germany's action in sinking 
Swedish ships which is just as distinct 
a violation of our rights. But this is 
trifling in comparison with the enor- 
mous harm which we are suffering from 
the interference with our imports which 
concern the whole life and industry of 
the nation. I do not say that if Ger- 
many were in the same place as En- 
gland she would not be attempting the 
same thing, but she is not in a position 
to bother us in this respect. 

Issue Has Been Obscured. 

“The issue at hand has been ob- 
scured by an ignorance of the regula- 
tions governing our exports to foreign 
countries, and there has been, I think, 
considerable confusion in the minds of 
the people at home and abroad as to 
what we can and what we cannot 
rightfully export. We are reproved for 
having shipped vast quantities of cot- 
ton to Germany, but this was at a time 
when the exports of cotton was not for- 
bidden and when it was going direct 
from the United States to Germany. 
There are a great many other articles 
which we shipped to Germany without 
protest. 

“As to the amount of illicit trade with 
Germany, that has been greatly exag- 
gerated. There is always a certain 
amount of smuggling and evasion of 
the law which no Government can en- 
tirely prevent but the amount of sup- 
plies which has gone to Germany in 
this way has been insigfificant. 

“Swedish sentiment has as its foun- 
dation a deep-seated disapproval of 
Russia, founded not only on a tradi- 
tional enmity with the country, but on 
the espionage and the diplomatic in- 
trigues which Russia has carried on in 
Sweden. 


Says Country Is Ready fer War. 
The memory of this remains in spite 


of the fact that in the present war 
Kussia has done nothing which Sweden 
can criticise unless it is proved that she 
has erected permanent fortifications on 
the Aaland Islands, contrary to ner 
Baltic treaty. 

There are two kinds of activists in 
Sweden. It is only the extremists who 
believe we should take advantage of 
the present opportunity to strike at 
Russia. What I might call the passive 
activists are alert, watchful, ready for 
war, if war cannot/ be honorably 
avoided. It is this kind of activist 
who comes nearest to representing the 
popular spirit of Sweden. 

While 90 per cent of Europe is em- 
broiled in war there is always the dis- 
tinct danger that the rest may be 
drawn in by a simple process of attrac- 
tion. For this contingency Sweden is 
ready.“

ALLIED ARMIES 


Strength of Entente Powers 
Gauged by Their Lack of | 
Success Against Turks. 


Correspondence ef the Associated Press. 
SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 15.—Since the 
outbreak of the European war there 
have developed in Bulgaria two political 
camps, whose cleavage was not due 80 
much to internal. political, differences 
as to their tendencies toward one of 
the belligerent groups. The men who 
support the Premier, Dr. Radoslavoff, 
have on the whole been Germanophile, 
while the followers of former Premier 
Guechoff, of Daneff, Malinoff and 


Ghenadieff, have shown so strong a 
tendency toward the entente that their 
opponents have accused them at times 
of being more Russian than Bulgarian. |. 

The Bulgarian army is being made | 
ready for service in the field: The, 
Macedonian legion and other reserves | 
have been called to the colors and last 
week about 1600 new officers were added, 
408 being graduates of the military 
academy and about 1200 young men 

hose educational qualifications entitled 

em to a commission in the reserves 
forces. 

Ithmay be admitted that the Russo- 
philes of Bulgaria have had very poor 
ground to work upon. Bulgaria, so ad- 
mit even they, was robbed of the fruits 
of the war against Turkey by Russia 
favoring Servia and Greece in the divi- 
sion of Macedonia and by nee 
Rumania afterwards to despoi] Bul- 
garia of the Dobrodja district, a terri- 
tory whose production in agriculture 
wealth is one-fifth of the whole of Bul- 
garia, and whose loss was greater o 
the country than the gain made in 
Macedonia and Thrace. 

A Olean-Cut Issue. 
Bulgaria’s attitude is no longer an 
enigma. The Balkan situation has be 
come a clean-cut issue. Bulgaria wants 
and purposes to get all Macedonia and 
the Dobrov.ja. Her demands on Thrace 
already have been satisfied by Turkey. 
That the entente will lose the sup- 
port of the solid bloc balkanique” is 
admitted by the entente diplomatic 


ly handicapped by results of the Bu- 
charest treaty. They have been obliged 
to appeal to Bulgarian sentiment rath- 
er than to Bulgarian riage 1, especial- 
ly since last May, But being a moun- 
tain people, shrewd and _ calculating, 


look upon as their abandonment to the 
Serbs and Greeks by Russia and the 
other European Powers, Bulgari- 
ans have said: 

“Give us Macedonia and return the 
Doborja to us.“ 

Since the greater part of Macedonia 
is held by an ally of the entente, while 
Greece and Rumania had to be looked 
upon as prospective allies of the same 
group, Russian, French and British 
representatives could not do much. 
Possible Military Developments. 

What the military developments in 
the Balkans will be cannot be forecast 
at this time. Bulgaria’s program of 
action depends upon the conduct of 
her neighbors. It seems certain, how- 
ever, that the Bulgarian army will move 
to occupy Macedonia shortly after the 
new offensive which the Germans and 
Austrians are said to be planning. 

The cutting of all communication with 
Greece and the outside world would be 
the first task of the Bulgarian army. 
The railroad line to Saloniki is exposed 
to attack in many places, and Servia, 
wishing to defend it, would have to 
draw more men from the Austro-Hun- 
garian border than she could afford. 
Under an attack of that sort the Serv- | 
lan army would hold its ground for | 

about three weeks, it 18 thought here, 
and then the road to Constantinople 
would be free to the Germans. 

The position of Rumania, it is point- 
ed out, would not be much better. Pres- 
sure from the north by forces of the | 
central Powers would prevent the Ru- | 
mainian army from doing more than 
act on the defensive along the Danube | 
and Dobrodja border. 

In the south, conditions are different. | 
In addition to expecting a clash with | 
the Greek armies, the Bulgarians must 
count upon the possible landing of 
some allied forces. But it.is argued that | 
a quick conquest of Servia would dis- 


would then be possible to hurry Ger- 
man and Austrian troops to tho assist- 
ance of the Bulgars. Turki troops 
also would be rushed to the scéne. 
Fear Inepired by Teutons. 

In the Balkans, where th: power of 
Russia is fully understood and in some 
quarters even greatly exaggerated, the 
success of the German and the Austro- 
Hungarian troops has inspired fear and 
where not this, respect. The lack of 
success of the allies in their campaign 
against the Turks has, on the other 
hand, undermined what confidence was 
held in the armies of France and En- 
gland. 

The Turk’s qualities as a soldier are 
still gauged here by the Balkan war of 
1912, and while it is expected that the 
efforts of German officers in Turkey 
must have resulted in great improve- 
ment, Balkanites generally maintain 
that the French and British troops have 
not covered themselves with glory on 
the Gallipoli, Peninsule.

Louis Reese, 71 near-lightweight 
rough- and- ready slugger from Los An- 
geles, Cal., made his debut in a St. 
Louis ring successful by defeating Leo 
Kelly at the Future City Athletic Club 
last night. The bout was scheduled for 
eight rounds, and it went the limit, with 
Reese having rolled up a very comfort- 
able margin on points in his favor. 

It was not an exhibition of scientific 
boxing. It was a slugging contest, with 
the stronger and better-conditioned man 
winning. 

Reese tried hard, and boxed the best 
he could—probably handicapped a bit by 
an enforcement of the rules that de- 
mands fair play and clean methods, as 
against the rough-and-ready style he 
has been accustomed to on the Pacific 
Coast—a style that resulted in the legis- 
lating out of existence the so-called box- 
ing contests of California. But Reese 
made earnest effort to observe the re- 
quirements here, and succeeded very 
well for a stranger in a strange land. 
He was stronger, faster, and boxed with 
more punishing effect than Kelly did. 
Reese was better at long range and at 
close quaMers than Kelly was last 
night. He reached the local man with 
swings, hooks and short and long 
punches. 


Kelly’s Swing Hurts Reese. 


He did not always escape without a 
return, but the only time he was in dan- 
ger was in the fourth round, when Kelly 
landed a terrific right uppercut under 
the jaw. That blow staggered the Cali- 
fornia boxer and caused his knees to 
sag, but only for an instant. Then he 
steadied himself as Kelly advanced and 
in another moment he had whipped 
across a right punch to the jaw that 
sent Kelly flying backward to the ropes, 
Reese followed quickly, and before Kel- 
ly could regain his balance, the Cali- 
fornia man sent over another right 
counter to the jaw and Kelly’s hands 
fell limp at his side and he stood there 
unprotected and unable to return a 
blow. Held up only because he Was 
leaning against the ropes at his back, 
Kelly was a target for Reese, and the 
latter tried hard for a Knockout—and 
failed. But, then, Harry Trendall and 
Jack Britton had failed in the same 
way under similar circumstances. 

nlike most boxers, Kelly did not 
seek escape by moving to the side—he 
walked straight out and straight up, 
rever flinching under the rain 9 
punches he faced. Near the center“of 
the ring Kelly began to fight and fought 
off his assailant, much in the same 
manner that he had fought Harry Tren- 
dall away in their memorable encoun- 
ter of June 29 at the Coliseum. It was 
a sensational round, and many of the 
spectators may be wondering yet what 
manner of man it is that can stand up 
under such a bombardment of fists with 
fighting spirit undaunted. 

Reese was the de oy in the manner 
set forth, and of bim but little more 
need be said—but to Kelly some refer- 
ence must be made. 


Kelly Below Best Form. 


Kelly has boxed for a long while in 


St. Louis, and is well liked. He has 
given good entertainment, and has 
often pleased his many friends. He has 

6 only local rival and challenger 
of Harry Trendall. A willing, rugged, 
aggressive boxer, Kelly has given no 
cause for complaint. But last night 
there seemed to be something wrong 
with him. He didn’t box in the same 
old way, and after the first few rounds’ 
exclamations of surprise shot their way 
around the ringside and What is the 
matter with Kelly?” was heard. 

He appeared slow, acted now and then 
as if he hardly knew what was goin 
on, and in the third round he leane 
idly against the ropes on the east side 
of the ring, with arms wide apart, and 
invited Reese to hit him. It seemed 
suicidal to his chances to do a thing 
like this, but he caught Reese as the 
latter was coming in and held him. 

Kelly sent out more swings at random 
than he has ever been known to do de- 
fore. Some of them landed, but others 
fell short or went high over the head ot 
hig opponent. In the sixth round he 
swung with his left so wild and so hard 
that he missed and fell flat to the mat.

World's Series Contests, Dope Shows 


Some time ago I had an argument on 
this subject with Mordecai Brown and 
Joe Tinker. I gaid that if the pitcher's 
box were moved up nearer the plate the 
Players would have a better chance of 
fattening their batting averages. Neither 
Brown nor Tinker could see it with a 
field glass. Finally, however, Tinker 
came round to my view. 

You see, when the pitchNer was nearer 
the plate he didn’t have much more 
than smoke. When he was moved back 
to his present position he was able to 
get everything on the ball, with the re- 
sult that the batter has a hard time lo- 
cating his delivery. 

When I told this to Mordecai Brown 
he snorted. 

“Why,” said he, “if I were to be put 
45 feet from the home plate I'd zipp ‘em 
through so fast they couldn't see em.“ 

Yes, he would. And they’d come 
back at him a great deal faster. He 
Would not be pitching for many min- 
utes before he'd think he was en 
gaged in artillery practice—as the 
target. He'd be lucky if some batter 
didn't drive a ball clean through him.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, Says: 
“Some of the larger speculative in- 
terests made a stand today against the 
reaction on the Stock Exchange. Their 


forced liquidation had been fairly thor- 
ough during the three preceding days, 
and the speculative account for the de- 
cline no doubt substantially increased. 
The day’s market was made up of 
recoveries; some of them considerable. 
There was the usual series of high 
openings and the usual recourse to 
spectacular bidding up of stocks with a 
narrow market, such as Bethlehem 
Steel. As a whole, the matket’s pro- 
cedure was more ‘orderly than for a 
week or more. Wall street described it 
(rightly or wrongly) as concerted ef- 
fort to tempt the outside public again. 
“Quite in line with the precedent 
such occasions, the recurrent talk of 
big steel mergers was made to play its 
part. There was an obvious effort to
